ATLANTA (AP) - Action by 
a federal judge here indicates 
Mississippi Gov. Paul Johnson 
and former Gov. Boss Barnett 
could not be tried until next 
year on. contempt charges fori 
opposing integration of the Uni¬ 
versity of Mississippi. 

Seven Mississippi attorneys 
and three from the Justice De¬ 
partment conferred nearly four’ 
hours on the case Tuesday at 
a pre-trial conference with U.S.' 
Circuit Judge Griffin Bell. 

Afterward, Judge Bell gave 
attorneys until Dec. 31 to file 
any further briefs and replies. 

Johnson and Barnett were 
cited for contempt for refusing 
admission to James Meredith, 
a Kosciusko, Miss., Negro, to 
the university in 1962. They were 
under court order not to inter¬ 
fere with the enrollment. 

Bell’s order will govern fur¬ 
ther proceedings in the case. 
But he said it may be amended 
“in the interest oLjustkfr-upon

Audience In Illinois 
Extends Applause 


NORMAL, Ill. (UPI) - For¬ 
mer Mississippi Gov. Ross Bar¬ 
nett said last night the tide is 
turning in the racial revolution 
and "professional agitators" 
were on their way out. 

Barnett, in a speech here, 
said a recent school board elec¬ 
tion in Boston was one indica- 
. lion of the changing attitude, lie 
said in Boston the "most out¬ 
spoken opponent of forced bus: 
transportation of pupils to 
achieve integration won the big-1 
gest victory at the polls." ! 

Barnett said wherever votes! 
have been taken on similar ques-j 
tions the "agitators and minori¬ 
ty groups have bee,: soundly* 
beaten.” 

“The profession,! agitators, 
had better start getting accus¬ 
tomed to losing elections be-< 
cause their winning streak has 
just about run ou:. The tide is 
turning.” said Barnett. 

The ex-governor spoke at Il¬ 
linois State University. He re-; 
peated his belief that the “true 
greatness of America lies in a 
continued devotion to the twin 
principles of states rights and 
local self governments

"This, as we in Mississippi un¬ 
derstand it, is freedom,” Bar¬ 
nett said. 

In a question-answer period, 
Barnett was asked whether he 
thought the NAACP and other 
civil rights groups had Com¬ 
munist ties. 

Barnett chuckled and quipped 
that he was not capable of mak¬ 
ing a comment as ‘Tm no: a 
member of the NAACP.” He 
had said earlier in answer to a 
question that he also was not 
familiar with the Ku Klux Klan 
and its activities, 

The former governor’s speech 
was the latest in a series of 
junkets to universities and col¬ 
leges around the country. His;

Barnett, in a Law Day ob¬ 
servance address Monday, advo¬ 
cated that Congress pass the 
necessary legislation requiring 
■their election from the “north 
south, east and west.** 

He charged that “many of toe 
decisions of toe United States 
Surpeme Court in recent years 
are running counter to the ba¬ 
sic beliefs and principles of 
right thinking Americans.”
